WASHINGTON, Feb. 14, (#) 
—Secretary of State Marshall re- 
ported “the world is in a very 
critical condition” in his first 
meeting today with the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee. 

The new secretary of state gave 
word to newsmen as he left the 
closed committee session. 

Chairman Vandenberg (R-Mich) 
said that he found Marshall's re- 
port on world affairs “encourag- 
ing in many respects.” 

Marshall declined to elaborate 
on his hour and a half talk, He 
told reporters on leaving that the 
recall of Ambassador Arthur Bliss 
Lane to report on .conditions in 
Poland does not mean a rupture 
in diplomatic relations. He de- 
clined to say, however, whether 
Lane later would return to his

Executives of the interurban line should take a more active 
interest in the complaints—or the city officials should see 
if there is arly foundation for the compiaints. 

A “pass-the-buck” aititude has prevailed here for many 
months. Until recently wartime conditions necessitated a 
very lenient attitude on the part of everyone. 

It so happens, that 12 months ago T. L. Wagenbach, 
assistant general superintendent of the Pacific Electric “as- 
sured City Manager R. G. Manley that only trolley electric 
cars weuld be used through the city ef Upland.” Mr. Wagen- 
bach is credited with having said that neither steam engines 
nor diese! electric engines would be used. 

The IF. E. executive is also reported as having said that 
“no transcontinental freight would be routed through Upland 
except where the point of destination would be here or 
in the nearby vicinity.”

We have no particular issue with the Pacific Electric but 
there seems to be serious misnderstanding about the con- 
tinued operation of transcontinental freight trains over what 
ig Supposed to be an interurban electric railway line. 

Either the P. E. officials are telling 
the public one thing and doing as they please or the public 
expects too much from its freight-hauling agency. 

The city of Upland has ihe authority to enforce terms of 
its franchise. 

It the franchise is not being observed the city should act. 
If the franchise permits the things the P. E. is doing. then 
the citizens should accept the conditions and live accord- 
inety.
